BORAH FIGHTS TREATY 


Believes Hut It Virtually Puts UK in 


League at Nations 


Washington, Sept. 
20.— Senator 


William E. Borah will lead Republi- 
can opposition in the senate, to the 
Harding-Hughes peace treaty wife 
Germany. 


After a long deliberation, Borah has 


made up his mind he cannot vote to 
ratify the treaty, because in his opin- 
ion it ties the United States to the 
Versailles treaty. 


Borah is expected to start hia fight 


shortly after President Harding sends 
the new treaty to the senate, which 
will probably be within a few days. 
If the United States exercises in the 
•lightest degree the rights it thus 
claims, it must take part in admin- 
istrating and enforcing the reparations 
settlement. Borah holds. To do this it 
must officially assume membership on 
the reparations committee. 
This, 


Borah feels, means that the United 
States will take membership in a sup- 
er-government, which is imposing its 
mandate upon Germany. The eco- 
nomic clauses involve similar interfer- 
ence, if the new treaty is to be cur- 
ried out, Borah believes. 


Inevitably, he holds, the United 


State* will be called on to sanction 
settlements and decisions of doubtful 
justice.
